Man on run arrested in Spain over stabbing death 


A Surbiton man who police have 
been hunting for months in connec¬ 
tion with his mother’s murder has 
been arrested after a woman was 
stabbed to death in broad daylight in 
Barcelona. 

Sean Heiss, 28, who had left his flat 
in St Mark’s Hill, Surbiton, some¬ 
time after Margot Sheehy was killed 
in Kingston, was arrested on Satur¬ 
day. 

British police had issued a Euro¬ 
pean arrest warrant but a blunder

had allowed him to walk away from 
a Spanish police station months ago. 

Catalan police said they could 
not give information about a 
suspect but he was earlier described 
as an Irish national, called Sean H 
and aged 28, according to La Van- 
guardia newspaper. 

The Barcelona newspaper, citing 
sources close to the investigation, 


reported that the woman was 
stabbed next to a cash machine in 
the morning. She was transferred to 
hospital but died hours later. 

The body of Mrs Sheehy, who 
worked for Intelliflo, opposite 
Kingston police station, was found 
at her Springfield Road flat on June 
12 . 

Detectives initially believed the 58- 
year-old had died from head 
injuries but a later postmortem 
examination revealed the cause of 


death as asphyxiation by strangula¬ 
tion. 

Mr Heiss was arrested in San Se¬ 
bastian 10 days after his mother’s 
killing, in connection with allega¬ 
tions he threatened a woman with a 
knife. He was released to return to a 
courtroom on September 11 but did 
not turn up. 

It is unclear why he was released 
by Spanish police or if the Euro¬ 
pean arrest warrant reached the po¬ 
lice station in time.

'Wake-up call’ report shows 
mental hospital still on mend 


A mental health hospital is 
still failing to meet essen¬ 
tial care standards, a 
watchdog report has con¬ 
cluded. 

The Care Quality Com¬ 
mission (CQC) said Tol¬ 
worth Hospital was failing 
to meet two of the five es¬ 
sential standards after a 
visit in July. 

Visits to Lilac ward, for 
mental health inpatients, 
and Azaleas ward, for older 
people with psychiatric ill¬ 
nesses, found “sloppy” drug 
administration practices 
with nurses failing to fill in 
drug charts. 

The concerns were rated

as moderate, the middle 
level of warning possible, 
meaning there was a signif¬ 
icant effect on health, safe¬ 
ty or welfare or a risk of an 
impact. 

Edward Davey, Kingston 
and Surbiton MP, said he 
had noticed an improve¬ 
ment from his last visit, but 
said the CQC report should 
be a “wake-up call”. 

He said: “In the past two 
years it seemed like the 
hospital was deteriorating 
without hope of being put 
right, but having spent time

at the hospital recently 
there has been significant 
progress being made, 
specifically in the past six 
months. 


“The report shows there 
is still some way to go and I 
will continue to monitor 
this closely as I have been.” 

Dr Ben Nereli, medical di¬ 
rector for South West Lon¬ 
don and St George’s Mental 
Health Trust, said the trust 
had brought in a monthly 
audit of prescription 
charts, fitted locks on fe¬ 
male dorms and added bet¬ 
ter signs, to separate male 
and female wards, since the 
inspection. 

He said: “While we contin¬ 
ue to work with the CQC on 
a detailed action plan to ad¬ 
dress the areas of work it 
has highlighted, the trust 


has also welcomed the posi¬ 
tive comments from people 
using our services about 
being treated with dignity 
and respect. 

“The report noted an im¬ 
provement on last year, 
when the hospital failed 
all essential standards, 
with progress made in 
staff moral, patient activi¬ 
ties programmes and 
care inclusion, among 
others.” 

The hospital has 14 days 
to file an action plan or face 
a fine of up to £50,000 and a 
ban on taking on new pa¬ 
tients and even, as a last re¬ 
sort, closure.

Paralympian rues end of 
school sports coaching

Paralympian hero David Weir 
has spoken out over sports 
coaching cuts affecting 
Kingston. 

The Government has been 
accused of putting the Olympic 
legacy in jeopardy after ending 
funding for a sports pro¬ 
gramme that has coached and 
organised competitive sport 
for thousands of pupils. 

Money for the Kingston 
School Sports Partnership 
(KSSP) was due to end last year 
following cutbacks, but was 
given a reprieve to run sports 


days after campaigning from 
parents, pupils and schools. 

Government funding runs 
out next September, though su¬ 
permarket giant Sainsbury’s 
will keep the Schools Games 
running for the next two years. 

Six-time Paralympics gold 
medallist Weir, who trains in 
Kingston, said: “I know times 
are tough, but surely they 
could find other places to save 
money. 


“Everyone is on a massive 
buzz after what was achieved 
this summer so it just feels like 
really bad timing.” 

KSSP organiser Sandra 
Blenkinsop said: “We did so 
well at 2012 and it is only then 
people ask what is going on at 
grass roots level. 

“A lot of what we have seen 
out there can be attributed to 
the School Sports Partnership, 
with everybody really enthusi¬ 
astic about sport 
once again, but still the money 
will be cut. 


“Parents have a lot of power 
these days and if you want 
your children doing sport the 
schools have to listen to you.” 

Rob Niedermaier-Reed, head¬ 
teacher at Chessington Com¬ 
munity College, which hosts 
the service, said KSSP provid¬ 
ed invaluable specialised 
sports coaching, particular to 
children at primary schools. 

He said: “It is our intention to 
continue to help provide the 
services across schools in the 
area. 

“There is, however, now one 
big problem and that is how we 
will pay for it?” 

Councillor Andrea Craig, op¬ 
position member for schools in 
Kingston, said: “It is our duty 
at the council to lobby Govern¬ 
ment decision makers and ask 
them, if you are going to cut 
this scheme in Kingston, what 
is it going to be replaced with? 

A Department for Education 
spokesman said it wanted 
more young people in competi¬ 
tive sport but said: “This can’t 
be driven by top down White¬ 
hall policies, as we have seen 
previously. 

“It must be led by parents 
and communities creating a 
culture where competitive 
sports can thrive.”

Hawk swoops 
in drug raids 

Kingston police officers found 
cannabis, cocaine, heroin and scales 
when they joined a London-wide anti¬ 
drugs operation dubbed Operation 
Hawk.

Mayor of London Boris Johnson 
has ordered London Fire Brigade 
to make £65m worth of savings 
over the next two years. 

The brigade could close more 
than a quarter of its 112 
stations. 

Graham Smith, the New Malden 
branch Fire Brigade Union repre¬ 
sentative, said: “As it stands we 
are waiting for exact proposals. 
We are aware of the various 
options. 

“The bottom line is the budget is 
£65m worth of cuts. If they start 
closing stations it will impact at¬ 
tendance times and the lives of 


the public. We are not in an ideal 
situation.” 

There are more than 5,500 fire¬ 
fighters in the brigade. Some are 
likely to lose their jobs if such 
cuts go ahead. 

Stephen Knight, Liberal Demo¬ 
crat London Assembly member 
and member of the London Fire 
and Emergency Planning Author¬ 
ity, said the scale of the budget 
cuts would mean threat of 


closures particularly in outer 
London would be “inevitable”. 

He said: “Ultimately it is Boris 
Johnson who must answer and 
explain whether he is willing to 
see fire stations closed and put at 
risk the good response times we 
currently enjoy in London.” 

A London Fire Brigade 
spokesman said: “Like virtually 
every other public service, the 
brigade is facing the need to make 
savings. 

“The mayor has given a target 
for these savings, and we are cur¬ 
rently considering our response 
to this. All options are being con¬ 
sidered but no decisions have yet 
been made.” 

If formal proposals are put for¬ 
ward they will be considered at 
the London Fire and Emergency 
Planning Authority board later 
this year.

big, too dense and no value to the 
community.” 

He also objected to knocking 
down the nine historic homes and 
said 93 per cent of residents in the 
area approached so far in what he 
called Norbiton Village, wanted it 
to become a conservation area. 

Despite a recommendation for ap¬ 
proval from the council’s planning 
officer, the plans were rejected after 
debate by councillors. 

Residents cheered and applauded 
the decision. 

Wahid Samedy, director of CNM 
Estates, said: “We are a local com¬ 
pany and even though the original 
consultation was probably not 


done as well as it could have been, 
we have since then engaged and 
listened and made very significant 
changes to the scheme. 

“We think the scheme is fit for 
purpose and the planning officer 
was categorical the design and 
height of the building was com¬ 
pletely fit for purpose.”

Hospital chief 
exec quizzed 
over falls deaths 

Four elderly patients died in falls at 
Kingston Hospital in as many months, the 
hospital’s AGM has heard. 

The hospital launched an investigation 
into the deaths following a spate of falls 
between December 2011 and March, the 
trust’s AGM was told on September 27. 

Two families made complaints to the 
hospital, which are being investigated. 

On all four occasions patients fell and 
banged their heads when left alone by 
nurses, on two occasions while they were 
transferring other patients to other wards. 

The hospital has brought in new mea¬ 
sures including fall alarms for high-risk 
patients, changes to nurse handovers and 
more fall training for staff. 

Jenny Parr, director of nursing and pa¬ 
tient experience said the hospital contin¬ 
ues to take the issue of falls very seriously. 

She said: “It is not possible for nurses to 
remain in the patients’ room at all times, 
but actions we have put in place are de¬ 
signed to reduce risks when nurses are 
required to leave the room [for] other 
tasks. We are continuing to focus on this 
issue as we are seeing increasing numbers 
of very frail elderly patients and we need 
to ensure that we reduce the risk of this 
group falling as much as possible.” 

Questioned at the AGM by a prospective 
foundation trust governor, chief executive 
Kate Grimes said she could not guarantee 
similar incidents would not happen again. 

Falls at Kingston are under the national 
average, with incidents halving in the 
last year. The figures came to light as the 
falls team received an award at the AGM.

A Tolworth dentist has said he ex¬ 
pects to be vindicated by an inves¬ 
tigation into alleged misconduct. 

Jagdev Singh Wasu, 35, part- 
owned the defunct Aspire Dental 
Clinic in Ewell Road. 

The General Dental Council 
(GDC) confirmed he was suspend¬ 
ed on September 14, ahead of a for¬ 
mal hearing. 

A GDC spokeswoman said the al¬ 
legations against him were serious 
enough that he should not be 
working while his case was under 
review. 

According to former partners In¬ 
tegrated Dental Holdings, Dr 
Wasu, who is also listed as the 
owner of a surgery in Southamp¬ 
ton, left the practice about six 
months ago. 

The surgery has since been re¬ 
named Love Your Smile, though 
Experian Property Search still 
lists Dr Wasu as the owner of the 
building. 

He has since been working at 
surgeries across London including 
the prestigious Q Clinic in Harley 
Street, but said he was not current¬ 
ly treating patients. 

He said: “There has been a com¬ 
plaint against me that is being 
investigated and I expect to be 


fully vindicated.” 

On owning the practice building 
in Ewell Road, he said: “I do not see 
that has anything to do with it. I 
am not practising there. I am not 
practising anywhere.” 

Dr Wasu’s business overcame 
the prospect of financial problems 


in 2008 after he got behind on treat¬ 
ing the required number of NHS 
patients, triggering the prospect of 
contract repayments. 

He told the Kingston Guardian at 
the time: “If I did not sort this out, 
I would have faced a massive claw 
back and rightly so.”

Mansion tax plans criticised 


Vince Cable’s mansion tax has been 
criticised as “extremely unpopular” 
by a party colleague in Kingston. 

The Liberal Democrat Business Sec¬ 
retary said taxing of the rich must be 
a priority while speaking at his 
party’s conference in Brighton this 
week. 

His plans would hit homes worth 
more than £2m and would be subject 
to an annual 1 per cent charge on top 
of council tax. 

But Councillor Frances Moseley, 
Kingston Council’s lead member for 
homes, said: “It would be extremely 
unpopular and also I cannot under¬ 
stand why, when we have already got 
a council tax system, which stops at 
band H. I would have thought it would 
be better to add another band.” 

Council tax charges are currently 
split into eight bands from A to H. The 
highest band, H, sees properties 
worth £320,001 and above charged 
£2,536 in council tax a year in 
Kingston. 

Coun Moseley said: “It seems to me 
much more reasonable to say why not 
have a higher band as we have got a 
tax system that delivers locally in 
council tax and could be amended.”

could be hit by a mansion tax include 
places like Kingston Hill and parts of 
Coombe. 

During Mr Cable’s speech he said his 
party had already lifted tax thresh¬ 
olds but the wealthy had got off “far 
too lightly”. 

He said: “It horrifies the Tory back¬ 
woodsmen, but it is popular and 
right.”

Council homes lie empty 
while families go without 



Looking for change: YMCA LSW chief executive

Council flats and houses in 
the borough are still lying 
empty despite families re¬ 
maining homeless. 

There are about 8,000 people 
on the housing waiting list ac¬ 
cording to Kingston Council, 
with 156 council-owned prop¬ 
erties and 968 private homes 
unoccupied. 

Two properties have been 
empty for more than eight 
years, one council-owned and 
one private, a Freedom of 
Information request has 
revealed. 

Richard James, chief execu¬ 
tive of YMCA London South 
West (LSW), said many of its 
clients were desperate to get 
into full-time housing. 

He said: “We have people at 
the YMCA waiting to leave 
who are at the behest of pri¬ 
vate landlords charging high 
prices for accommodation 
that is not up to a reasonable 
standard. 

“Why there has been a coun¬ 
cil house left unoccupied for 
eight years and why these 
properties are not in circula¬ 
tion I do not know, but they 
should be.” 


Until last April a third of 
all money the council re¬ 
ceived from housing tenants 
was spent in other parts of 


the country. 

Councillor Frances Moseley, 
who oversees housing in 
Kingston, said that had left 


the council short on cash to 
bring the empty homes up to 
decent standard. 

She said: “It was unfair, but 
we lobbied Government and 
got things changed. 

“We will be able to do re¬ 
pairs and bring some of the 
empty places back into the 
council stock and, more im¬ 
portantly, up to the decent 
homes standard. 

“I understand that will not 
be much compensation for 
people who are waiting on 
the housing list but things 
are looking much brighter 
now.” 

Coun Eric Humphreys, op¬ 
position member for housing 
in the borough, raised con¬ 
cerns council housing stock 
was being mismanaged. 

He said: “I understand we 
have had problems raising fi¬ 
nance for properties, for rea¬ 
sons beyond our control. 

“However, with properties 
such as the one mentioned 
that has been empty for eight 
years surely just leaving it to 
rot cannot be sensible.” 

YMCA LSW is currently 
searching for two empty 
homes to renovate after re¬ 
ceiving a Government grant 
to re-open them.

The owner of a training 
company who was locked out 
of his rented building has 
bought two new sites.

More than 100 students were 
left confused and unable to 
complete their training despite 
having paid thousands of 
pounds to the company.

The centre will soon move 
trainee plumbers and electri¬ 
cians there. 

Mr Hunt also said the Hunt 
Group had bought another 
freehold building in Cox Lane, 
Chessington, which would also 
be used for training following a 
£2m refurbishment.

He said these new sites would 
be run by the Building 
Skills Trust UK and the 
training centres would be 
working alongside the prison 
service, charity groups and 
other companies. 

Mr Hunt said: “BTSC Train¬ 
ing as of today is still running 
as a company and we are 
doing our best to accommodate 
trainees by sending their 
portfolios out. 

“It would have been very easy 
to walk away from this seeing 
that it was a limited company 
but we are making every effort 
to try to get the trainees 
retrained.” 

Mr Hunt said: “I believe what 
has happened is Aviva’s loss 
and our gain. 

“The building is now lying 
empty and Aviva is paying 
£180,000 a year rate and 
losing £38,000 a month in 
rent income.”
